To answer some of the questions and concerns the 
people of Rochester have about the issues surrounding a 
proposed casino in Middleboro, the group Casino Facts 
Committee held a forum at the Rochester Town Hall on 
Wednesday, November 28. 

Recent polling data has found that a majority of 
Massachusetts' residents, about 60 percent, would ap- 
prove of having casino-style gambling in the state. These 
same polls also reveal that a nearly equal amount of those 
polled would prefer that any casino not be built in or near 
the town in which they live. A classic case of "not in my 
backyard.'' 

According to Casino Facts, a similar response was 
given during recent votes in Middleboro as the group was 
able, through a petition drive, to get a non-binding refer- 
endum on the ballot this past summer. The town actually 
voted to turn the casino away when they voted on the 
non-binding referendum. Meanwhile, they voted at Town 
Meeting to approve an agreement between the town and 
the Wamponaug Tribe on the basis that the agreement 
was only a step in the process and that it would protect 
the town's financial interests if and when the casino was 
approved. 

The people of Casino Facts argued that there 
should not be a casino in any of the towns. Among the 
many reasons given to support their position. Casino 
Facts' Frank Dunphy repeatedly emphasized that for all

of the promises of balanced budgets and huge cash wind- 
falls, the two casinos in Connecticut make total annual 
payments of $500,000 per year to their host towns. Reality 
actually shows the casinos causing a financial drain in 
terms of increased crime, infrastructure costs and income 
lost by way of establishments that are forced out of busi- 
ness by shops and outlets connected to the casino. Casino 
Facts cited statistics that show crime in Connecticut, 
overall, has been down in recent years while crime in the 
towns surrounding the casinos has risen by 300 percent 
during that same period. 

Other concerns that the group has include the 
simple fact that a rural town the size of Middleboro is not 
equipped to handle the influx of visitors and employees 
required to keep what will be the nation's largest casino 
running. Where will all of the employees live, especially 
in an area with few apartment buildings? Do the resi- 
dents of the area really want to import several thousands 
employees to a town of less than ten thousand? Amateur 
astronomers are also worried about light pollution the 
proposed 40-story hotel would bring. Farmers worry 
about the diversion of water away from their crops. 

In the end, only time will tell what becomes of 
the casino issue. In the meantime. Casino Facts will try to 
bring their pont-of-view to anyone who will listen. As Mr. 
Dunphy insisted throughout the meeting in Rochester, 
"Folks, this is not a done deal.''

Brian entered the crowded classroom dressed 
in a very casual ensemble consisting of dark jeans and 
a navy blue sweater. Immediately, it appeared hard to 
believe that a man who blended so well into the everyday 
world as we know it had, in fact, been a part of a war that 
seems so distant to many ORR students. Brian began to 
explain the work that he preformed in Iraq. Although he 
did not fight in any actual combat, he participated in a 
job just as terrifying. Brian served as a captain operations 
officer, which meant he stood witness to it all, including 
the blood, the hatred and the amazing dedication to their 
country held within all of those fighting. 

He explained that his role as a nurse, and the 
role of all the other nurses working by his side, was not 
limited only to injured U.S. soldiers. No hurt soldier, nor 
civilian, was to be turned down when it came to seeking 
medical assistance, no matter what "side'' they fought 
on. When Brian was asked if his perception of human 
savagery and their capability of destruction had changed 
after his two years spent in Iraq, his laid back personality 
kicked right into gear. 

"Fve pretty much already seen the many ills of 
humanity from all my prior years working in medicine,'' 
Brian said with a laugh. It was nothing new to him. Brian 
had already realized that immorality, like the kind found 
in a war, is everywhere and that keeping the people who 
have been sucked into such hatred alive is sometimes the 
only thing you can do.

A public hearing before the Rochester Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) was called to order on Thurs- 
day, November 29 at 7:30 pm by ZBA Chairman Richard 
J. Manning Jr. to consider an appeal (#957) filed by the 
Featherbed Development Corporation for a 144-unit 
Chapter 40B housing development being proposed on 
54.9 acres off Featherbed Lane. 

The owners are seeking a Comprehensive Build- 
ing Permit which had previously been denied by Roches- 
ter Building Inspector Richard Leibowitz whereby 25 per- 
cent of the units, or 36 homes, will be deemed "affordable 
housing'' units, and the remaining 108 units will be sold 
at market price. "Purchase of the affordable housing units 
will be consistent with the (Chapter 40B) Comprehensive 
Permit statute," Mr. Manning read from a statement is- 
sued by Charles P. Tringale, President of the Featherbed 
Development Corporation. "The applicant further intends 
to accommodate the needs of the residents and former 
residents of Rochester ... to the best of its ability."

The developer has asked for a waiver from the 
town's zoning by-laws so as to allow construction of the 
project, citing the fact that the project would greatly ben- 
efit the Town of Rochester in terms of meeting its afford- 
able housing requirements under state law. 

"The town's failure to meet its minimum housing 
obligations as defined in MGL, Chapter 40B, Section 20, 
will provide compelling evidence that the regional need 
for housing does, in fact, outweigh the objections to the 
proposal," Mr. Tringale wrote. 

Given the latest available census data, Mr. Trin- 
gale noted there were only eight units which could be 
defined as low- to moderate-income housing in Rochester, 
which is just .5 percent of the town's total 1,634 housing

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

units. The town is required to have a minimum of 10 per- 
cent of its total housing allotment dedicated as low- and 
moderate-income housing. 

"This is the first time that we've had to address a 
Chapter 40B project in Rochester/' Mr. Manning said. ''At 
this point we're going to have Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
explain what our duties are under a Comprehensive Per- 
mit." 

"You can approve (the permit) as presented . . . 
you can deny it, or you can approve it with conditions/' 
Mr. Bailey said. "If you deny the permit, the next step 
is (the applicant) can appeal it to the Housing Appeals 
Committee. That committee's decisions usually runs 
about 85 percent in favor of developers. I can tell you this 
is a marathon, not a sprint. Typical projects without any 
issues take up to six months ... on the state level they take 
anywhere from 12 to 18 months." 

"We're not coming in here proposing Section 8 
housing ... or low-income housing," said Attorney John 
Bentley on behalf of the Featherbed Development Corpo- 
ration. "There is a subsidy involved and that comes from 
a reduced interest rate. We're talking about housing that 
someone with 80 percent of the area's median income 
could afford. We're typically talking about teachers, 
policemen. Town Hall employees. There's also a local 
preference and we can (reserve) up to 80 percent ... for 
Rochester residents." 

Mr. Bentley noted the proposed 1,680-square-foot 
units will all boast three bedrooms with two-and-a-half 
bathrooms contained within duplex buildings. Each of 
the buildings will be served by individual wells with their 
own septic systems. 

"The applicant only has to comply with state 
regulations, local (zoning or wetlands protection) regula- 
tions are all open to waivers," Mr. Bentley said. 

"Part of what we engage in is peer review," Mr. 
Manning said. "We have the right to retain certain experts 
who work for us to conduct peer reviews ... for these type 
of projects. Obviously, we've never dealt with (Chapter 
40B) projects before." 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey recommended At- 
torney Jon Witten and Richard Heaton as two candidates

they might consider to serve as the ZBA's consultant, hav- 
ing had experience with both previously. 

Mr. Bentley, however, noting that his client will 
have to pay for the hiring of this consultant, said he felt he 
should have some input on their selection. To that end, he 
had an objection to Mr. Witten since he is currently rep- 
resenting a client in another adversarial case dealing with 
a Chapter 40B project which he felt would be a conflict of 
interest. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera also 
recommended three possible engineering firms to assist 
in consulting the ZBA: the Professional Services Corpora- 
tion; the BSC Group; and the Beta Group. Representatives 
from each firm were on hand to make a brief presentation

Tom Huston of the Professional Services Cor- 
poration said his firm has had extensive experience in 
consulting on Chapter 40B projects including The Village 
at Stonegate in Stoughton, MA, among others.

Montigny Negotiates for Rail 

Governor Deval Patrick filed a bond bill recently 
that will provide $4.8 billion for state-wide transportation 
infrastructure projects including funds for the restoration 
of commuter rail service to New Bedford and Fall River. 

Senator Mark Montigny (D-New Bedford), Chair- 
man of the capital bonding committee, and longtime 
leader of a SouthCoast commuter rail, negotiated with 
the administration to include $18.2 million for the New 
Bedford and Fall River extension. These funds would be 
expended for environmental permitting, facility designs, 
public outreach and economic development and land use 
planning.

Senator Montigny also fought to include $100 mil- 
lion directed towards several rail initiatives throughout 
the state including the SouthCoast project. These bonded 
funds can be used for the right-of-way acquisition of the 
37 miles of track currently owned by the railroad compa- 
ny CSX Corp. allowing for the expanded rail line to New 
Bedford. During the previous administration, Montigny 
furthered the right-of-way negotiations with CSX Corp. 
only to have the deal stymied by Governor Romney and 
then Secretary of Transportation Daniel Grabauskas. 

"This project has been derailed several times due 
to a lack of commitment and sheer deceptiveness from 
previous administrations/' Senator Montigny said.

Marion Postcard Book 

Publication is right around the corner for Sip- 
pican Historical and Preservation Society (SHPS) Curator 
Pete Smith's wonderful book, A Picture Postcard History of 
Marion. Several years in development, the book chronicles 
the growth and changes in the town, as recorded on post- 
cards during the late nineteenth and early twentieth cen- 
turies. Before telephones became commonplace, postcards 
were the cheapest, fastest modes of long-distance commu- 
nication. Eventually, the postcards from that era became 
collectibles, some for their historical relevance and others 
for their visual appeal. 

For Pete, the interest in local postcards has been 
lifelong; for him, postcards of Marion, "bring back memo- 
ries of places, people, and a way of living long gone. They 
also stir a bit of awe ... about how some aspects of the

melancholy we all associate with romance. 

Claude Debussy's String Quartet in G minor, 
Op. 10, an early work, is justly admired for its sensuous- 
ness and for the lovely ways in which the composer plays 
with repetitions and echoes, traits that characterize his 
mature style. Debussy, who referred to himself as a "mu- 
sicien francais,'' typifies the gallic approach to music that 
is nonetheless clearly stamped with his personal approach 
and magic touch. 

Albert Roussel may not yet be a household name, 
but for the French themselves he is truly a master of 20th 
century music. In Les Joueurs de flute, audiences will hear 
one of his best-known pieces, one that might be described 
as a tribute to the flute, his favorite instrument. Each of 
its four movements. Pan, Tityre, Krishna, and M. de la 
Pejaudie, is dedicated to a figure associated with the flute 
and features music typical of each, from ancient Greek 
to Hindu and modern European. As played by SCCMS 
co-founder Claude Cobert, Roussel's piece will offer an 
intriguing look at the subtlety and power of the flute. 

Jean Francaix was a piano virtuoso who tried 
his hand at most musical forms — concerti, symphonies, 
operas, and ballets — but who never wandered far from 
his avowed goal, to "give pleasure.'' His Quartet for cor 
anglais and strings, written in 1970 (Francaix died in 1997), 
will showcase Francaix's witty and elegant style and will 
remind audiences of that great French love of the Neoclas- 
sical that seems so apparent in all the arts, from the drama 
of Jean Racine to the stylistic flourishes of the Napoleonic 
era, to the paintings of David and Ingres.

Child's Play

Juno. Starring Ellen Page and Michael Cera. Directed by Jason 
Reitman. Running time: 95 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

It's hard to tell what kind of actress Ellen Page will be in ten or 
twenty years (she's twenty now), because she plays teenage girls to witty 
perfection. She was the best reason to sit through the self-consciously 
''provocative'' Hard Candy, and in Juno, with the help of a much better 
script, she creates a smart and idiosyncratic 16-year-old and effortlessly 
carries the movie. Not that the movie is heavy lifting; it trades in the sort 
of stylized quirk probably inaugurated by Wes Anderson and Rushmore, 
it's loaded — borderline overloaded — with twee little acoustic songs 
with clever lyrics, and its style and content will mark it among cynics as 
Napoleon Dynamite meets Knocked Up. Still, Page reigns over the movie, 
joined by a solid, eclectic cast who are allowed to be as individualized 
as she is. 

Juno (Page) gets pregnant. The father is Paulie Bleeker (Michael 
Cera, adding yet another withdrawn dork to his portfolio after Arrested 
Development and Superhad), who runs track for the school. Juno's dad 
(J.K. Simmons) and stepmom (Allison Janney) are a bit nonplussed by 
the news, but not outraged or punitive, a big relief for Juno and for us. 
Juno considers abortion, then decides to carry the baby to term and give 
it to suburban adoptive parents Mark and Vanessa (Jason Bateman and 
Jennifer Garner). 

There are no villains in Juno. Even Mark, whose immaturity leads him 
into questionable areas, is played by Bateman as an essentially okay guy 
who's in over his head and sorely misses the old days, when he was in a 
band (he now composes commercial jingles) . Mark and Vanessa, unhappy 
in their separate ways, are the movie's most interesting characters. For 
her part. Garner, a recent mom in real life, manages to give every line 
and gesture a subtext of sadness and frustration without turning Vanessa 
into a cartoon wannabe-mommy. This couple, we feel, used to have more 
things in common, but their mid-thirties pulled her deeper into maternal 
longings and him further into nostalgia. 




The first produced script by 29-year-old Diablo Cody, who drops 
references to Herschell Gordon Lewis and Mott the Hoople as if she 
were twenty years older, Juno is peppered with sharp, quotable dialogue. 
Some will say real people don't talk like that — aren't so quick with wit- 
ticisms — but Juno is the narrator, so I agreed to accept the badinage as 
Juno's way of making her story funny and interesting. Jason Reitman, 
who directed the amusingly savvy Thank You for Smoking two years ago, 
continues to leave his out-of-it dad Ivan in the dust. Reitman's work here 
is unpretentious and charming, though, as I said, a bit too dependent on 
coffee-house noodling on the soundtrack. (Juno worships Iggy Pop, but 
the movie's budget probably only allowed for Kimya Dawson and Antsy 
Pants.) 

I liked Juno, so I liked the movie. Such touches as Juno talking into her 
hamburger phone to her equally witty cheerleader friend (Olivia Thirlby), 
or the fact that Reitman gets away with showing a bloody scene from The 
Wizard of Gore in a PG-13 film, add to the general endearing texture. Juno 
sidesteps being an ABC Afterschool Special — or, for that matter, a brief 
for pro-life or pro-choice — and makes its characters stubbornly human, 
always tinkering or doing things that suggest a life outside the movie. 
Jason Reitman enjoys people, and seems to want to make comedies about 
how they are. As for Ellen Page, time will tell what age and experience 
will bring to her work; it'll be fun to follow her and find out.

2. Said Trust shall be created in a form 
approved by the Mattapoisett Planning Board, prior 
to endorsement of said plans. The Landowner Trust 
shall be recorded simultaneously with the recording 
of said subdivision plan at the Plymouth County 
Registry of Deeds. 

3. All owners of land within the subdivi- 
sion shall be required to be members as a condition 
of subdivision approval. 

4. All subdivision roadways, ways, 
rights of way, common areas, open space, subdivi- 
sion utilities, easements, drainage improvements, 
subdivision improvements and the like shall be 
deeded into and maintained by said Landowner 
Trust. Said sub-divider shall provide the Mattapoi- 
sett Planning Board with a recorded copy of both 
the Landowner Trust and Deed of Improvements 
into said Trust. 

5. Said Landowner Trust shall vest in 
equal percentages to all Lot owners in said underly- 
ing subdivision.
